Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 8/28/03 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US 6,100,978 has 
been reviewed and is accepted.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to show or to suggest generating an interference pattern comprising of all the steps as 
presently claimed wherein the first output beam and the second output beam is directed at 
different angles with respect to one another such that the first output beam impinges at a first 
location on the image plane and the second output beam impinges at a second location, that is 
laterally separated from the first location, on the image plane in combination with recovering a 
first shearing wavefront by processing the recorded imterferograms in both temporal and spatial 
domains.
